After considering carefully the problem resulting from 
the heav y cuts made in appropriations for A. & ^• 7 / ' 
lege for the pre.seiit biennium which must be solv ed it tlie 
efficiency of the institution is not to he lessened and the 
scope of its work narrowed, the directors decided to take 
the bull by the horns and seek a conference with Gov ernor 
Moody to the end that further funds may be prov ided in 
order that at lea.st the present budget may be maintained. 
Study of the amounts appropriated and of the balan­ 
ces remaining in the funds affected, shows that the net 
result of the gov ernor’s action is $.5 ,4 6.5 less than was a\ail- 
able for salaries and maintenance for this hiennium. 
Another imjiortaiit feature of the work of the college 
— in the final analy sis the work that daily brings more 
people into closer touch with the institution than any othei 
— has been handicapped in the cuts made for employ ing 
county and home demonstration agents. 
The cuts made 
mean that $14 ,2 00 less is av ailable than has been the case 
and ev en had the total sum appropriated been approv ed 
there would not hav e been enough money av ailable to es­ 
tablish work in all the counties where appropriations hav e 
been made. 
The necessity for relief from the present situation is 
made patent when it is pointed out that the enrollment 
shows 5 5 0 more students than at the time the budget was 
determined and that this coming y ear a further increase 
of 2 00 or more students may be ex pected, and when it is 
understood that the work of the ex tension serv ice through 
the medium of county agents and home demon.stration 
workers also will be handicapped and curtailed. 
No in.stitution of higher learning in the United States 
has made a finer record for efficiency and real construc­ 
tiv e accomplishment than Tex as A. & 
It has become 
regarded as a leader in the field of agriculture, engiiieei- 
ing, ex tension, research and forestry and there is no pues- 
tion but that much of the agricultural progress made in 
Tex as in the last .score of y ears is traceable directly to the 
work of the college and that the history in this field of the 
nex t twenty y ears will be determined v ery largely by the 
efficiency with which the institution is able to function. 
BA’ery citizen of Tex as who has any knowledge of the 
v alue of the work done by A. &. M. College and its related 
institutions and who will v iew the situation without bias 
or prejudice is bound to admit that this work should not 
be hampered or curtmled, but should be ex tended and 
broadened as rapidly as this can be done efficiently . 
In 
the past Gov ernor Moody has been high in his praise ot 
the work of the college and there is ev ery reason to believ e 
that he believ es it should be continued and ex tended as 
rapidly us possible, and that when the full seriousness of 
the present situation is made clear to him he will agree 
that steps are nece.s.sary to repair the damage worked by 
his v etoes.

the state-wide bond issue goes through in the next four oi 
five years, as the best students of the matter believe will 
be the case. 
Moreover, by adopting the county plan sug- 
gsted we will get the two arteries we need— one north and 
south and the other east and west— while lf we wait for 
this work until the state takes it over under the state wide 
bond plan we will lose our best chance to get the road most 
important to the county— the artery that will tap the trade 
territory to the east and west of this city. 
From all points of view it would appear that we have 
a right to expect Texas to adopt the state wide bond issue 
plan of road financing in the comparatively near future. 
And if we concede this then we have every reason in the 
world, looking at the matter from a cold blooded business 
point pf view, to adopt the program presented so that in a 
few years we may unload it on the shoulders ot the state 
highway commission.

A’, and M. College Faces Serious Problem 


After considering carefully the problem resulting from 
the heavy cuts made in appropriations for A. & M. Col­ 
lege for the present biennium which must be solved it t he 
efficiency of the institution is not to he lessened and the 
scope of its work narrowed, the directors decided to take' 
the bull by the horns and seek a conference with Governoi 
Moody to the end that further funds may be provided in 
order that at least the present budget may be maintained. 
Study of the amounts appropriated and of the balan­ 
ces remaining in the funds attected, shows that the net 
result of the governor’s action is $5,465 less than was un ail- 
able for salaries and maintenance for this biennium. 
Another important feature ot the work ot the college 
— in the final analysis the work that daily brings more 
people into closer touch with the institution than any other 
— has been handicapped in the cuts made for employing 
county and home demonstration agents. 
I he cuts made 
mean that $14,200 less is available than has been the case 
and even had the total sum appropriated been approved 
there would not have been enough money available to es­ 
tablish work in all the counties where appropriations have 
been made. 
The necessity for relief from the present situation is 
made patent when it is pointed out that the enrollment 
shows 5,50 more students than at the time the budget was 
determined and that this coming year a further increase 
of 200 or more students may be expected, and when it is 
understood that the work of the extension service through 
the medium of county agents and home demonstration 
workers also will be handicapped and curtailed. 
No institution of higher learning in the United States 
has made a finer record for efficiency and real construc­ 
tive accomplishment than Texas A. & M. 
It has become 
regarded as a leader iii the field of agriculture, en gined 
ing, extension, research and forestry and there is no ques­ 
tion but that much of the agricultural progress made in 
Texas in the last score of years is traceable directly to the 
work of the college and that the history in this field of the 
next twenty years will be determined very largely by the 
efficiency with which the institution is able to function. 
Every citizen of Texas who has any knowledge of the 
value of the work done by A. & M, College and its related 
institutions and who will view the situation without bins 
or prejudice is bound to admit that this work should not, 
be hampered or curtailed* but should be extended and 
U9g with $12,l»£s*4 0 8; Galveston 
broadened as rapidly as this cap be done efficiently.

appropriated by the 41st legisla­ 
ture to stand, that his veto of in­ 
dividual items for salaries and de­ 
partmental maintenance 
reduces 
the total available for these pur­ 
poses for the present biennium. 
$ 8 3 ,0 0 0 Contingent Fund 
The contingent fund appropriat­ 
ed by the l i s t legislature totalled 
$83,000 but the 40th legislature 
appropriated a contingent fund of 
$15,000 each year for the college 
which was included in the $83,000 
contingent fund appropriated by 
the 41st legislature 
and 
w’hich, 
when deducted, leaves a net con­ 
tingent for this biennium of $68,- 
000 each year. 
The legislature 
appropriated $0,200 less for 
the 
summer school than the college re­ 
ceived for this purpose in 1921b 
W’hen these amounts are deducted 
fiom the contingent, it leases a 
r e t balance of $58,000 in the con­ 
tingent fund. 
The governor vetoed a total of 
$50,125 in individual salary items 
each year. 
When this sum is de­ 
ducted from the salary contingent 
o f $58,000, it leaves the net bal­ 
a n c e of $8,685 more for salaries 
than was available in 1929. 
But 
the governor vetoed sums in the 
1 udget for th** departmental mani- 
tenance that brings the total for 
these purposes to $14,150 a year 
loss than the amounts that have 
been available each year of the j 
current biennium. 
AU o f 
these 
amounts for both 
salaries 
an i 
maintenance must be restored if 
the college is to function with a 
fair measure of efficiency. 
Thus, it is evident that instead 
of there being a surplus in the con­ 
tingent fund with which the board 
can restore the items that were 
vetoed, the college will have $5,- 
465 less available for salaries and 
maintenance than was available "for 
this biennium. 
Enrollm ent 5 5 0 More 
The student enrollment in the 
college is 550 more than it was 
when the budget under which it 
for 'now operates became effective. I he 
'prospects are that the 1929 enroll­ 
ment will show an additional in­ 
crease of 200 or more students, lf 
this increase materializes, the to­ 
tal enrollment will tie 7»u more 
than the enrollment of 1927. I he 
board knows that it is a matter of 
absolute impossibility to properly 
accommodate these 
students on 
less money than has been available 
and 
departmental 
maintenance during the current bi­ 
ennium.
